classic was established 14 years ago. 

The great intersectional struggle 
that annually heralds the New Year 
in this far-off corner of the nation, 
saw a Dittsburgh eleven that placed 
four men on All-American teams this 
past season, completely outclassed 
from opening kickoff to closing gun.

All the vaunted power of the Pan- 
ther team that brought it nine straight 
victories during the year 1929, went 
for naught against a Trojan offensive 
that brushed everything before it. 

The game had barely gotten under 
way when Southern California cleats 
dug their first message in the turf 
behind the Pittsburgh goal line. Six 
times again, in the ensuing 54 min- 
utes of play, Trojan toters of the ball

BOMB IN PARCEL 
KILLS YOUNG BRIDE 


Christmas Package to 
Maryland Woman Ex- 
plodes as She Opens It 
Before Family.

The face and body of Mrs. Brady 
were heavily torn in the blast and 
she was thrown across the room. 

The others were tossed about, fur- 
niture was broken, the plaster 
stripped from the walls and a large 
hole drilled in the floor. The room 
was wrecked. The grandmother, in 
bed in a room above, was thrown to 
the floor.

MURDER SUSPECT 
REED BY CHIEF 
DESPITE EVIDENCE 


Memphis Police Claim 
Strong Evidence Against 
Man Released by Jones- 
boro Officer. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., Jan. 1.—(/)— 
The Marked Tree murder mystery 
grew more complicated tonight with 
announcement from Lieutenant Gran- 
ville Hickle, of the Memphis police 
department, that he’ had strong cir- 
cumstantial evidence against Arthur 
M. Baxter, Jonesboro, Ark., who was 
released from custody as a suspect to 
murder today on orders of Police 
Chief W. C. Craig, of Jonesboro. 
| Hickle said he had found two wit- 


nesses who would testify they over- 
heard Baxter, 34, crippled World War 
veteran, say he would return to Ar- 
kansas and “mash my wife’s head 
in.” The statement was made, accord- 
ing to the police officer, in Memphis, 
December 9, two days before the badly 
mutilated body was found in a clump 
of bushes near Marked Tree. 

Craig ordered Baxter's release be- 
cause he “has a hole proof alibi and 
I am confident the body is not that 
of Mrs. Baxter.” 

Hickle said the two witnesses 
would face Baxter here tomorrow with 
their story. He quoted them as say- 
ing the former soldier had a suitcase 
with him at the time and that his 
marriaze license was in the suitcase. 
Baxter's suitcase with the license was 
found near where the body was dis- 
covered. 

Hickle’s witness, he said, would 
testify that Baxter was angry with 
his wife and vowed to kill her. 
_Craig said it was virtually jmpos- 
sible for Baxter, badly crippled, to 
have beaten the woman to _ death. 
Sheriff A. H. Landers, of Poinsett 
county, agreed with him and search 
for an accomplice turned to Memphis 
before Baxter’s release was ordered, 

The assistant chief of poliee at 
Jonesboro had “positively identified” 
the body of Mrs, Baxter’s, as had a 
former employer-of. thé woman. Bax- 
ter said it. was not wife’s body, 
and Craig agreed with him. —

MISTRIAL ORDERED 
IN CASE OF OFFICER 
HELD FOR KILLING 


ABINGDON, Va., Jan. 1.—()— 
After deliberating 18 hours without 
reaching a verdict, a jury in Wash- 
ington county circuit court consider- 
ing the fate of James McReynolds, 
Abingdon city policeman charged 
with slaying J. W. Kendrick, 16, on 
the night of May 6, was dismissed 
at noon today, hopelessly deadlocked. 

It was learned that 10 jurors stood 
for conviction with punishment at 
one year in prison and a fine of $500, 
and that two were adamant for ac- 
quital. 

McReynolds was indicted jointly 
with W. D. Worley and J. W. Crowe, 
deputies sheriff. Kendrick was killed 
when officers fired at the car in 
which he was riding with two com- 
panions. 

Worley’s trial resulted in his being 
fined $400 for involuntary wman- 
slaughter. Crowe was acquitted.

UNUSUALLY BUSY SEASON 


As 1929 Fades From Picture 


BY RALPH T. JONES. 
Have you noticed how respectable 
Atlanta and Georgia have gotten, for 
the time of the year? Have you 


missed the front page headlines about 
sordid crime, tragic accident or other 


sensational news of the day? Con- 
trary to the usual custom, Atlanta 
has gone through the Christmas and 
New Year holiday season without a 
single story of sensational type 
“breaking” in the local newspapers. 

This almost unique condition of af- 
fairs—an omen, let us all hope, of a 
general increase in respectability to 


last through the year—was so re 
markable that this newspaper mind 
(if such it be) decided to check up 
on past Yuletides and the news stories 
associated with them. A hasting scan 
ning of The Constitution files for the 
last 10 years, for the closing week 
of each year, verified the unusual state 
of affairs this year. 

It has been many years since At- 
lanta saw the old year out in such a 
quiet. law-abiding frame of mind as 
in 1929-30. 

Taking the years in reverse order, 
cast your memory back a mere twelve- 
month, to the closing days of De 
ceinber, 1928. 

On December 23, a year ago, four 
persons, including two Georgians, 
were killed and burned when a pas- 
senger plane crashed at Chattanooga. 

On the same day, Lee Watson, of 
Atlanta, was shot and killed by J. D. 
McMurry when Watson forced - his 
way into McMurry’s home. The killer 
Was exonerated. 

aiso on that December 23 Walter 
May was found dead in his burning 
bed at his home at 254 Central place. 

The day following Christmas eve 
four children died violent deaths at 
Cartersville when they were trapped 
in a burning store, set afire by a 
careless cigaret or match thrown into 
a heap of fireworks. The same day 
two children died at Washington, Ga., 
one when a revolver accidentally dis- 
charged and the other when gasoline 
fumes were ignited by a toy pistdl. 

On December 29 Della May Ray- 
field, 19, of Berrien county, shot Ran- 
dall Metts, 21, the son of a neighbor, 
after what was judged to be a 
lovers’ quarrel, 

And, on December 29, a regular 
“wave of crime,” including eight hold- 
ups, wae staged in this- eity. 

The year 1927 was, as far as At- 
lanta was concerned, - comparatively 
free of crime, but this city, together 


‘with the\ whole nation, was in) 
the grip of horror throughout the en- 
tire holiday season as the fri htful 
crime of Hickman, slayer of Marian 
Parker, in Los Angeles, was gradu- 
ally revealed in all its revolting bru- 
tality. 

All north Georgin was saddened 
at Christmastime, 1926, when 20 were 


q killed and approximately as 


many 
more injured in the head-on collision 
of the Ponce de Leon and Royal 
Palm, two crack Southern railway 
passenger trains, near Rockmart. Ev- 
ery Georgian carried to his Christmas 
dinner table that year the picture of 
the railroad diner, turned into a sham- 
bles just the day before, as the on- 
rushing train telescoped it while it 
was half-filled with dinner guests. 
Shortly before Christmas, 1925, 
William H. Cheek, Buckhead grocer, 
was shot dead by bandits holding up 
his store. Later three were arrested 
for the crime. Mell Gore paid with 


his life at Milledgeville; Theodore 
Berry received a life sentence and 


the state prison. 

Not content with this horror, how- 
ever, criminals staged a wild orgy of 
'erime on the night ef December 23. 
Fifteen hold-ups were’ staged in the 
two hours time and Chief Beavers 
issued orders to his men to “shoot to 
kill” all bandits and other robbers 
by force. 

On that Christmas Day another 
tragedy was enacted when Robert 
Luther Croft died instantly when a

WASHINGTON; Jan. 1.—(/)—Aft- 
er conferences with President Hoover's 
law enforcement commission, Senator 
Jones, of Washington, divulged to- 
night that it had decided unanimously 
to refrain from passing judgment on 
the merits of the prohibition amend- 
ment, 

The Washington senator, who is as- 
sistant republican floor leader and 
author of the stringent Jones act 
heavily penalizing Volstead violators, 
said in a statement that the com- 
mission would conclude its work be- 
fore July 1. 

He termed the industrial alcohol 
situation the “most difficult” problem 
confronting prohibition enforcement in 
the eyes of the commission. He pass- 
ed the word today to the commission 
to “shield no individual and no line 
of business” in solving this situation. 

The statement of Senator Jones, 
who has been conferring with ‘the 
commission and with President Hoo- 
ver during the holiday outburst among 
prohibitionists over the Hoover en- 
forcement machinery, was eagerly 
awaited in the capitol. 

“I find that an important report 
already has been given to the presi- 
dent,’ said the senator. “It will be 
submitted to the congressional com- 
mittee sought by the president as soon 
as created and ready for work. Other

Their aggregate judg- 
ment as to what should be done will 
meet the situation as well as it can 
be met except as time and experience 
may dictate. 

“Some expert studies may be de- 
sirable to bring out certain facts but 
these investigations should not be too 
prolonged or detailed. If carried too 
far into detail, the work will die of 
its own weight. 

“We want the judgment of the com- 
mission and not that of experts whose 
opinion would likely be contradicted 
by other experts. In my judgment, 
if the commission can devise a meth- 
od by which punishment for law vio- 
lations can be made more swift and 
sure, it will have fully justified its 
creation.”

Book On 
Luther. 


Martin Luther remains one of the 
most fascinating figures of history, 
notwithstanding the work of dozens 
of detractors. There is something 
appealingly virile about the reformer, 
something staggering about his great 
courage that assumes even larger 
proportions when regard is had to 
the condition of Germany in his day, 
of which Professor Lucien Febvre 
gives us an animated glimpse in his. 
book, “Martin Luther, A Destiny” 
(E. P. Dutton. & Co.). 
professor, whose work was received 
with singular approbation in France, 
pictures Luther as a national hero in 
the first place, but a revolutionary 
and reformer of world historical sig- 
nificance also. The author has ‘nat 
attempted to reconstruct the tumul- 
tuous and prodiguous life of the 
Wittenberg Augustinian. It wasn’t 
necessary, perhaps. Colorful biogra- 
phies of Luther abound in every 
language. He has tried to reveal 
us the Luther of grim spiritual crisis, 
an unknown monk, “who would prob- 
ably not have rated a mention of five 
lines in a general work of Augustin- 
ian biography,” surpassing himself 
as he gains conviction of being on 
the right road. Professor Febvre's 
is a thoroughgoing study of the soul 
of Luther. his inner motives and 
bopes. The subtitle, “A Destiny,” 
chosen by the author, confirms to our 
way of thinking the intrinsically pas- 
sive role that Luther plays in world 
history. He, unwittingly, according 
to his own words, unchained forces 
and a movement that passed out of 
the control of one single man, passed 
beyond the control of the empire and 
the church, too. Yet he was the 
originator of the greatest moral revo- 
lution the world knew prior to the 
French revolution. He was the voice 
that shouted from the housetops what 
the humanists had felt for long. For 
this he remains for all time one of 
the heroes of humanity. Professor 
ebvre has performed a_ valuable 
piece of work. His book complements 
history, interprets it and gives us a 
new view of the man Luther. One 
puts it down saying: “Now I under- 


stand Luther better !”

‘Hence it is absolutely required that 
the roads whose construction is to be 
aided with federal funds shall be- es- 
tablished post-roads. Such roads are 
éstablished by specific designation by 
the postoffice department of the feder- 
al government, The bureau of pub- 
lic roads, set up in the department of 
agriculture to administer the federal 
roads aid funds, is limited to giving 
aid only to such established post-roads, 
and it is to be the policy of the post- 
office department and the public roads 
bureau to aid only such roads as will 
connect up @he national postal service 
—because the postal service is a na- 
tional unit and not simply a series of 
segregated state services with state 
unit administrations.

What It Will Mean to Georgia. 


This federal policy will mean that 
the Georgia highway department, in 
using federal aid funds and matching 
them dollar for dollar, will have to 
employ say $4,000,000 of whatever to- 
tal annual funds it expends upon the 
established post-roads pointed out by 
the federal authorities. And those 
will be trunk roads which will con- 
nect up and expedite the transport 
and distribution of the mails. 

The postal authorities would be 
greatly pleased to have hard roads 


covering every rural route in the na- 
tion. Such roads expedite the mails; 
lengthen rural carrier routes; econo- 
mizes on the wear and tear of mail 
distributing vehicles, especially the 
motor-driven ones; and keep down to 
the minimum the number of carriers 
needed to cover the routes in all the 
states. 

But the federal authorities, from 
much valuable experience, have found 
that the condition precedent to all vil- 
lage and farm mail distribution in the 
most economic and convenient way, is 
to provide first for main hard high- 
ways, which of themselves encourage 
and speed up the improvement of the 
rural lateral roads. They are trying. 
hard to impress these economic and 
better service facts upon the highway 
construction authorities of all the 
states. 

And the one strongest argument 
they have in their effort is to hold 
fast hereafter to the policy of allot- 
ing federal aid funds only to projects 
and contracts for trunk line state 
roads.

We Can Take It or Leave It. 

There is a plum practical surety 
that after July 1 of this year the 
federal roads aid fund will be in- 
creased $50,000,000 annually for the 
ext three years. That will put the 
isi fund to be distributed to the 
states applying for aid at $125,000,- 
000 instead of the $75,000,000 under 
present appropriations, 

Since Georgia is now allocated §$2,- 
000,000 a year the boosted fund would 
allow her at lgast $3,500,000 per year. 
Matching that dollar for dollar from 
state-raised funds would mean that 
our highway board would be required 
to spend, at the lowest, $7,000,000 
of its annual construction money upon 
the main line federal post-roads. That 
would be the wise and economical pol- 
icy for the board to follow, and con- 
fer the largest possible benefits to the 
people at large and their state high- 
ways system. 

But, if the board is not permitted 
by small town politicians and local 
selfish interests to follow that policy, 
and should be forced by some strained 
legal interpretations and court orders 
to continue-the Aunt Sally's patch- 
work-quilt policy of the past in the 
use of their funds, the federal aid 
should be cut out altogether. In fact, 
it will be cut out exactly to the ex- 
tent that the board can match the 
federal aid. For it can be taken now 
as a fixed fact that federal aid will 
no longer be given to road projects of 
a wholly local extent and service.

GREEN URGES NEGROES 
TOON TRADE UNIONS

WASHINGTON, Jan. 1.—(United 
News.)—An appeal for negroes to 
join trade unions is made by Presi- 
dent William Green, of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, who says 
the federation “‘stands ready to help.” 

“Trade-union membership is open 
to all negroes,” he explained in an 
editorial! appearing in the January 
issue of the American Federationist, 
in which he discusses the meeting 
at Chicago next month of the national 
negro labor conference sponsored by 
the Sleeping Car Porters’ Unions. 

“This conférence is an opportunity 
to promote better understanding be- 
tween all who work and that co-op- 
eration will serve the best interests 
of all,” Green says. ; 

“No group or race can win per- 
manent advantage by taking unfair 
advantage. by exploitation or under- 
cutting stdndards, Through union or- 
ganization the negro can raise his 
standards, and the American Federa- 
tion stands ready to’ help.” 

He pointed out that the majority of 
trade unions accept negroes as mem- 
bers, adding “but when regulations 
are interposed the rules of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor provided that 
negro workers may apply for ehar- 
ters direct from the American Fed- 
eration of LAbor.” : 

The second step in meeting the 
needs of negro workers, the federa- 
tion president said, is vocational 
training. He explained that workers 
who have no crafc or special train- 
ing must join the ranks of unskilled 
workers, with lower rates of pay and 
less continuity of employment, and 
are the first dropped when business 
slows down.

DURHAM, N. C., Jan. 1.—()— 
The American Historical Association 
closed its 44th annual meeting here 
today with nine section meetings at 
which 21 papers were, heard. The as- 
sociation met here two days with 
Duke University and North Carolina 
University as joint hosts. 

The next annual meeting will be 
held the last week in December at 
Boston, Mass., with Harvard and Bos- 
ton Universities as joint hosts. Ralph 
Gabriel, of Yale, was named chairman 
of the program committee. 

One of the features Of the sessions 
today was the announcement by Ran- 
dolph G. Adams, of the University 
of Michigan, that the library of that 
institution had secured the papers of 
the British general, Sir Thomas Gage, 
dealing with America from 1763 to 
1765, through the benefaction of Wil- 
liam L. Clements, of Michigan, bank- 
er and steel manufacturer, and a mem- 
ber of the executive council of the 
historical association. 

In a talk on “Recent and Contem- 
porary Civilization,” in which he dis- 
cussed the League of Nations, F. Lee 
Benns, of Indiana University, told 
one of the sectional meetings that 
“in. its form and organization the 
League of Natiens is not an entirely 
new creation. It is but the further 
expansion and greater perfection of 
the international machinery which 
had been slowly developed to the point 
where, in 1914, the world possessed 
rudimentary international and judi- 
cial organs. Nevertheless the im- 
provements introduced by the league 
are epoch-making.”

Impressed With Possibil- 

ities in South America 
and Is Planning An- 
other Visit There.

ST. LOUIS, Mo., Jan. 1.—PH— 
Science in flying kept well abreast of 
other progress and development in 
both North and South America in 
1929, in the opinion of Colone 
Charles A. Lindbergh, and he olieval 
that progress will continue at the 
present rate, and perhaps at a more 
rapid pace, in 1930, : 

Pausing here over the New Year's 
Day on flight across the country with 
Mrs. Lindbergh, the trans-Atlantic fly- 
er conferred with officials of the 
Trans-Continental Air Transport, Inc., 
with which he is connected, paid a 
surprise visit to a historical memorial 
here in his honor, and in an inter- 
view took stock of the status of 
aviation, 
_ He could see no cause for alarm 
in reports of a current slump in the 
aviation industry, but felt it was due 
to a seasonal slackening in the de- 
mand for planes and also toe the new 
features and improvements to be em- 
bodied in new models to be turned out 
In engineering and struc- 
tural improvements, he said, new 
planes and equipment will in the fu- 
ture be greatly in advance of the pres- 
ent types. Laboratory development, 
he added, is far ahead of construc- 


tion. 
Back South. 

Colonel Lindbergh said he believes 
that commercial aviation, particularly 
passenger transport lines, has devel- 
oped in America to the int where 
it compares favorably with: Mxronenth 
lines. He said he was especially 
impressed with the possibilities of 
aviation in South America and, in- 
cidentally, announced his intention of 
again flying to that country at some 
future time. He added, however, that 
he has no definite plans at this time 
for such a flight. : 

He expressed belief that South 
America is developing air-mindness 
more rapidly than the United States, 
and said it affords excellent opportuni- 
ties in aviation use of its geo- 
graphical condition and because air 
lines now do not have to compete with 
highly developed railroad systems. 

He said, however, that passenger 
air travel is growing each month in 
the United States and that he. sees 
no reason why it should not continue. 

Radio Devel : 

The development of radio connec- 
tions with airplanes was viewed by 
the colonel as an outstanding recent 
development in aviation passenger 
lines. The successful use of radio as 
a means of direct communication by 
voice with airplanes in flight over a 
distance of hundreds of miles will, 
he believes, prove a great boon to 
air travel, 

The T. A. T., of which he is chair- 
man of the technical committee, is 
looking forward, Colonel Lindbergh 
said, to inauguration of night sched- 
ules as its next principal development. 
Maintenance of night schedules over 
the trans-continental route, he point- 
ed out, would greatly speed up air 
travel. Thorough study now is being 
given to this subject as well as to 
other matters looking to a program 
of expansion, he rg: and + en be 
develo as rapidly as ible. 

He Petimated that established night 
passenger schedules may be expected 
this year. 

Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh, who 
were guests of St. Louis friends dur- 
ing the day, expect to resume their 
westward journey tomorrow on an in- 
spection trip of the T. A. T. lines. 
‘he colonel said he plans to continue 
flying this year much as he has in 
the past, and that he expects to keep 
closely in touch with the T, A. T.

DISMANTLING IS BEGUN 
FOR HEALEY BUILDING 


Workmen Start Razing of 
Antiquated Buildings at 
Five Points. 


A precedent for sited is expected 
to be one of the busiest ‘years in local 
construction history, as plans for big 
building projects announced during 
1929 materialize, was set when a crew 
of workmen began dismantling the 
northwest corner of Peachtree and 
Marietta streets early New Year’s Day 
to make way for the new $1,000,000 
Healey office structure. 

Razing of the antiquated buildings 
at the Five Points corner marked the 
passing of a landmark of old Atlanta, 
at the same time indicating another 
step in the swift progress by which 
the city is becoming a metropolis of 
skyscrapers. 

The work of clearing the site at 
Marietta and Peachtree will be carried 
on as rapidly as possible, it was re- 
ported by Milton H. Liebman, secre- 
tary of the Healey Real Estate Im- 
provement Company, which owns 
and is developing the property. This 
phase of the enterprise is expected to 
be concluded within 30 or 40 days, 
following which erection of the office 
building is to be begun immediately. 

To Be Completed in Year. | 

The office structure, which will 
tower 16 stories above the celebrated 
business hub of the city, is to be com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy by Jan- 
uary 1, 1931, according to the original 
plans of the Healey family. 
the construction contract has not yet 


While | 


been awarded, this step is to be con- 
summated during the next 30 or 40 
days, Mr. Liebman stated. The final 
plans and specifications are now being 
given the finishing touches by the 
architects, Pringle ‘& Smith. 


The site to be cleared measures 100 
feet on Marietta street and 90 feet 
on Peachtree. In the days of old 
Atlanta, it was on this site that the 
famed Opera House stood. The Mari- 
etta site continued to be used as an 
amusement establishment until not 
many years ago, the Opera House 
having given way in name to the 
Bijou theater. The latter was aban- 
doned a number of years ago. A\l- 
though greatly altered for commercial 
usage, a portion of the original amuse- 
ment structure will fall with the rest 
of the corner before the wreckers now 
clearing the parcel for modern com- 
mercial development. 


Recent tenants on the site of the 
future office building included, on 
Peachtree street side, Mendel & Hale, 
haberdashery shop, and the Bonita 
theater, and on the Marietta street 
side a baseball amusement parlor and 
Chaires barber shop, while the corner 
was occupied by the main branch of 

iggett’s drug store. The last of 
hese to vacate the site was the Bonita 
theater, from which the seats and the- 
atrical equipment was being removed 
New Year's Day, while wrec ckers were 
busy in other portions of the corner. 

Another important landmark in the 
downtown section that soon will have 
completely disappeared is the Central 
Congregational church, at the corner 
of Carnegie way and Ellis street.

The property 
was purchased not long ago by Asa G. 
Candler, Inc., and the old church is

ment, construction, banking, and min- 
ing, quarriers and oil wells follow 
in order named. 

There are 35,000,000 men and wom- 
en engaged in these eight industries 
alone, the bureau’s report states. The 
occupations of the other 11 million 
workers are untlassified but collec- 
tively contribute a large income. 

Employment gained in all of the 
principal industries except agriculture 
from 1 to 1927, the report dis- 
closes. The number of workers on 
the farms decreased 301,000 during 
the 18 years. Although manufactur- 
ing showed a tremendous gain in em- 
ployes from 1909 to 1919, there was a 
shrinkage of about 750,000 in the next 
eight years.

New records were set along three 
Jines at police headquarters in 1929, 
according to figures gleaned from re 
ports there on the first of the year. 
More arrests have been made, more 
drunkenness reported § and more

At midnight Tuesday arrests for 
1929 had reached 33,432, while dur- 


ing 1928 there were but: 28,017 cases :

“When in November, 1732, the 
good ship Ann sailed from Gravesend 
on the Thames with colonists under 
command of James Edward Ogle 
thorpe, going to establish the colony 
of Georgia, the Rev. Henry Herbert 
came “without any allowance” to per- 
form all religious and ecclesiastical 
offices. Oglethorpe was directed No- 
vember 8, 1732,'to lay out ‘a site 
for the church.” On December 21, 
1732, the grant was made to the 
church and the Rev. Samuel Quincy 
was appointed missionary, 

“The church lot was laid out July 
7, 1733, on the present site, corner 
of Bull and Congress streets. The

Net railway operating income in 
the two years immediately following 
their return to private control, name- 
ly 1921 and 1922, fell short of that 
reported for the years dating back to 
1916. Sinee that time. however, net 
operating income has mounted stead- 
ily and indieations are that the year 
of 1929 will total record-breaking 
proportions. 

A survey of net earnings of all 
Class I roads for the first nine months | 
of 1920 in comparison to those of | 
1928 reveals that the high point was 
attained in Jafiuary when a 25.04 per 
cent increase over the corresponding 
month in the previous year was re- 
corded. In April they again surged 
upward for a gain of 23.59 per cent, 
drifting downward again during May 
and June, a sharp uptrend occurred 
in July when a 22.37 per cent gain 
over the previous July was recorded. 
For the first nine months of 1929 net 
operating income for all Class I car- 
riers was the highest on record ex- 
ceeding that of 1928 by $139,505,748, 
or 17.0 per cent. .

garnered and more, too. More impor- 
tant still, the market went through 
the greatest reaction it had ever wit- 
'nessed, and apparently completed it 
in the short period of 10 weeks, 

Following the December break in 

1928 the market rallied with vigor, 
and the averages entered 1929 in new 
high territory. With a very optimis- 
tic industrial outlook for the year, 
both speculators and investors viewed 
with confidence the evidences of a 
great stock market year. Nor, as the 
year grew apace, were they disap- 
pointed, 
Security prices reflected for the 
time being the correct attitude. A 
sharp break immediately following the 
federal reserve board announcement 
was succeeded by a secondary reac- 
tion a few days later which carried 
the averages down near their January 
lows of 228.4, 

The last low of the sideways move- 
ment was made in the last week in 
May, and was followed by a general 
upward advance. This. time the bull- 
ish attitude of both. speculators and 
investors was strengthened by the in- 
creased earnings of corporations in 
the first quarter of the year, and by 
the anticipation of even better reports 
at the half-year mark. This advance 
continued with but minor  interrup- 
tions and hesitations until the first 
week of September, when the Analyst

This subsequently proved to be the 
top of the bull market. And subse- 
quently the market reacted—sliding 
off gradually at first, and then with 
increasing speed as terror and panic 
spread through the ranks of weak 
marginal holders. 

The future of the market level of 
securities cannot long remain in ques- 
tion. Weak margin holders are out 
of the market for some time to come. 
Small investors, the strongest holders 
in the world, are gaining in nymbers 
and buying power by.the minute.

RESERVE HEADS SAY 


NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—(#)—The 
New York Federal Reserve bank re- 
ported today that the country's ‘net 
loss in gold during December was 
$90,800,000, reducing the net gain for 
1929 from $228,100,000 at the end of 
October to $115,000,000 at the end of 
December. The November loss was 
about $23,000,000. 

Exports last month said the bank's 
monthly business review, totaled $72,- 
200,000, of which $47,000,000 went to 
France and $21,000,000 to England. 
Gold earmarked for foreign account 
increased $22,000,000. The December 


was the largest for any month since 
May, 1928. 

Discussing money conditions during 
December, the review said that the 
triple drain upon New York of cur- 
rency, gold and transfers “might well 
have caused very firm money condi- 
tions, but other influences largely off- 


“The first of these,” continued the 
survey, “was the continuance of the 
liquidation of credit after the security 
price decline. As their deposits de- 
clined the reserve requirements of the 
New York city banks declined, releas- 
ing part of their reserves. The liqui- 
dation in member bank credit was 
partly in security loans, partly in in- 


other loans. 

“A second means by which .funds 
were provided to meet the unusual 
demand of the month was the open 
market operations of the reserve 
banks. Between November 20 and 
December 24 their holdings of govern- 
ment securities were increased by 
nearly $160,000,000 and their hold- 
ings of bankers’ acceptances by about 
$70,000,000, a considerable part of the 
purchases being made in New York. 
Member banks borrowing at the New 
York Reserve bank. was increased 
slightly, but even at the seasonal peak 
on December 26 was only $252,000,- 
000, considerably less than on the 
same date in 1928. 

“It may be further noted that the 
effect of the recent movement of funds 
was to enable member banks in other 
districts to repay some of their ber- 
rowing at their local reserve banks 
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tory experiment into an industry that 
is in the front rank of American busi- 
ness enterprise. And in this'50 years 
the social progress and industrial ex- 
pansidn of an unrivaled nation has be- 


come increasingly dependent upon the 
supply of electrical energy. 

The public utilities have kept pace 
with these growing public needs. 
Throughout countless power and light 
plants, busy mines, electric transpor- 
tation lines and smooth running fac- 
tories daily is enacted the drama of 
obedience to human needs. Electric 
devices. often wholly automatically 
controlled, send huge streams of 
energy over transmission lines to an- 
swer a distant city’s demands for 
power. 

The sweeping upward gains of the 
last eight years in gross and net reve 
nues of the public utility companies 
were more than maintained in 1929. 
From the beginning of the year fig- 
ures were materially higher than in 


the preceding 12 months and when} 


the total figures are compiled they 
will approximate probably a gain in 
net earnings for the group of 

per cent, while many individual com- 
panies will show gains of 40 per cent. 
During the year, in furtherance of 
expansion programs, increases were 
made in capitalization, but mergers 
aud consolidations through economies 
effected more than offset capital in- 
crease, larger per share return being 
indicated in the mafority of cases. 


The average annual increase in 
electric power demand in the United 
States since 1920 has been between 8 
and 14 per cent. In 1927 the net 
gain was only 8 per cent, as a result 
of the downward trend of industrial 
power needs. ‘The first half of 1928 
saw a continuation of lower indus- 
trial needs, but electrical power con- 
sumption inereased slightly. The 
second half of 1928 industrial needs 
increased with resulting increa 
power demands. Net gain for the year 
was 11 per cent. 

Under tremendous stimuli light and 


/_power demand increased at a rapid 


rate over the first half of 1929, the 
upward surge continuing at an even 
more rapid rate until the closing two 
months, when a slight downward re- 
vision of schedules was noted as the 
industrial and business world strove 
to pull itself ont of the temporary 
depression caused by the heavy_tech- 
nical stock market reactions. Gains, 
however, hit a new high level for all 
time, resulting in production approxi- 


Y | mating 100,000,000,000 kilowatt hours 


as compared with 87,900,000,000 in 
1928. 

These increases in power unit pro- 
duction and the coincident economies 
effected have been translated into 
larger gains in net earnings and it is 
expected that light and power com- 
panies will show an average gain for 
1929 as compared with 1928 of at 
least 13.7 per cent. 

While mild recession is to be ex- 
pected as a result of the Wall Street 
break, evidences now appearing on 
the business horizon, it is greatly to 
be doubted that it will cut deeply or 
will be prolonged. Such mild reces- 
sion as occurs in the industrial field 
is bound to be reflected in the public 
utilities. Under the stimulus of the 
present national Administration poli- 
cies, quick return to normal condi- 


tions is to be expected, and while no| 


great expectation is held for any con- 


siderable expansion of utility earnings | 


in the early part of 1930, it is like- 
wise to be doubted that they will dip 
much below the high levels obtaining 
during 1929. 


STEEL COMPLETES 
RECORD-BREAKING 
PRODUCTION YEAR 


Steel. the most romantic of all 
American industries, was expected to 
stace the most dramatic epoch in its 
entire history, as the curtam fan 
down on the 1929. industrial scene. 

From the outset of the current year 
the unusual demand foréed furnaces 
producing steel ingot up to a daily 
average production in 1,000 gross tons 
amounting to 166.3 for the month of 
January. This is in comparison to a 
figure of 153.5 recorded in the same 
month of the previous year. Produc- 
tien mounted steadily, attaining a 
daily average figure of 194.5 for the 
month of March. May witnéssed the 
steadily mounting production reaching 
the peak of the year, registering 195.3. 
June duplicated this figure and July 
saw a slight recession from these rec- 
ord figures with a figure of 186.1. 
From this point on, figures show a 
decline from the year’s high points 
of productivity but yet far in excess 


of the production of the previous year | 


in comparative months. 

Despite the October decline unfilled 
orders of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration measured in the unit of 
1,000,000,000 gross tons were in ex- 
cess of those of the same month in 
the previous year by about 9 per cent. 

Production of freight cars since 
last April has been going forward at 
a rate of about 10,000 a month, the 
highest, rate for several years, and 
the approximate continuance of this 
rate is assured for months, with the

FOR 1930 NBOND 


BY WILLIAM T. COBB,

Continuing the trend established the 
year previous, 1929 saw a dull and 
sagging market for bonds—until the 
close of the year—for credit condi- 
tions and high interest rates, which 
caused the downturn during 1922, 


were accentuated, prohibiting a strong- 
er market for bonds. 

Those who buy for appreciation 
could not be interested in a market 
which was not only declining but 
dull. But now the fascination, 1920 
model, which inhered in the common 
stock equity of late, has largely dis- 
appeared. No longer is the man in the 
street interested in this form of in- 
vestment or speculation to the excli- 
sion of all other types of securities. 
It has been proven once again that 
there is a time to buy every class of 
security—that, in our  ever-shifting 
economic cycle, there come _ periods 
when the handwriting is so plain on 
the wall that even the layman can 
forecast a group movement of impor- 
tance—and be right. 

Now, however, is the time to buy 
bonds. Here is a golden opportunity 
to take a profit as certain as any- 
thing in the martes of finance can 
be, for in times of declining money 
rates, fixed interest bearing securi- 
ties appreciate in price. All finan- 
cial history points definitely to the 
| fact that in times of low money rates, 
bonds either appreciate in price or 
| remaye practically stabilized on a high 
| level. 


__ “Easy Money Policy.” 

With the introduction of the fed- 
eral reserve board's “easy money pol- 
icy” in 1924, credit conditions soft- 
ened. The effect on bond prices was 
immediate and decisive. or three 
years, or until the end of 1927, bond 
prices continued to climb. While it 
is true that during this time interest 
rates recovered from their low point, 
reached in the latter point of 1924. 
they never approached the 5 3-4 per 
cent rate for 60-90-day time loans 
which obtained in 1923. 

Then came a sudden change. In the 
beginning of 1928 three economic fac- 


force a reversal of trend. These were 
change in central banking policy, the 
“gold hoarding” by certain foreign 
countries, and greater stock market re- 
quirements. Repeated raising of the 
rediscount rate, the huge increase in 
brokers’ loans, all the manifestations 
of “tight money” made their appear- 
ance. Despite the fact there was no 
actual gold shortage, the country ap- 
peared to be in the throes of a period 
of rising interest rates. Time money 
rates went to 9 per cent this year— 
witnessing the culmination of the 
move. An- immediate interruption 
took place in the upward course of 
the bond market, which sagged in 
close sympathy with the rise in in- 
terest rates. 
Factors Reversed. 

_ The very factors which caused the 
rise in interest rates are now reversed. 
Primarily the tremendous decline in 
Security prices during the latter part 
of the year released over three bil- 
lions of dollars—virtually eut “brok- 
ers’ loans” in half. Again, the “gold 
hoarding” policy has outlived its use- 
fulness, and is being largely discard- 
ed by European central banks. The 
third item—most powerful influence 
of the three, perhaps—is the reduction 
in the rediscount rate. More impor- 
tant than the mere fact that paper can 
be rediscounted at a lower price is 
the indication that sentiment among 
the reserve authorities has changed— 
that they no longer consider a high 
money policy essential to the coun- 
trys well-being. The fact that both 
call and time money are now loaning 
at rates which would have been con- 
sidered extremely low a year ago is an 
indication that the trend has already 
been established. 

Not merely because interest rates 
are turning lower, but ause un- 
derlying economic factors are causing 
the decline, it is a safe prediction that 

will see considerably lower rates 
for money than did 1929 with conse- 
quent upturn in bond prices. 


BUSMESS FALURES. 
SHOW Bl DECREASE 


NEW YORK, Jan. 1.—(#)—Brad- 
street's Journal announced today that 
figures compiled from telegraphic re- 
ports from all of its offices in the 
United States reveal that during the 
full calendar year of 1929 there were 
39.703 failures in the country, with 
liabilities of $628,990,633. 

This was a decrease of 3.2 per cent 
in failures, but an increase of 21.4 
pee cont in liabilities as compared to

over 1928 was due mainly to heary 
losses incurred by banks suspending, 
Bradstreet’s announced.

LaVarre Hearing 
In Macon Court 
Is Postponed 


MACON, Ga. Jan. 1.—(#)—The 
federal court hearing in regard to the 
transfer by William LaVarre of 
stock in three South Carolina news- 
papers to J. T. Webb, Jr., court com- 


missioner, was continued today until 
Saturday by Federal Judge Bascom 
S. Deaver. 

The continuation was ordered after 
counsel.for Harold Hall contended 
that certificates for all outstanding 
stock in the three papers, offered the 
commissioner by Irvin F. Belser, at- 
torney for LaVarre, were ineffectual 
because of a proviso regarding right 
of appeal. 

Jones declared the “transfer is 
made conditionally, and it seems to 
us that this is not in eompliance with 
the court’s order. I do not know 
whether Mr. Webb would be able to 
vote it (the stock), but I know he 
couldn’t sell it under such a condi- 
tion.” 

Attorneys for LaVarre told Judge 
Deaver that they considered the ten- 
der of the stock “unconditional,” 
holding the endorsement “subject to 
the right of appeal” merely for the 
protection of the corporations. 

“That merely is to recite that the 
stock is in the hands of Mr. Webb for 
no monetary value, but is under or- 
der of this court,” Charles J. Bloeh, 
counsel for LaVarre, said. 

“But,” said Deaver, “I don’t see 
why you wanted to place such an en- 
dorsement on the certificate. If you 
have the right of appeal you have it 
as a matter of law, and anything you 
place on the back of the certificate 
would have nothing to do wifh it.” 

The judge directed Mr. Webb “in 
the meantime to proceed to effect the 
roper transfer of the stock on the 
Cooks of the two publishing com- 
panies.” 

A telegraphic request from L. W. 
Perrin, of The Spartanburg Herald- 
Journal Company for funds to satis- 
fy demands made by _ bondholders 
for interest money, Was also held up, 
Judge Deaver declaring nothing could 
be done on this matter unfil the stock 
certificates had been delivered in 
court. 

Judge Deaver had ordered LaVarre 
to transfer to Mr. Webb stock in The 
Columbia (S. C.) Record, The Spar- 
tanburg (S. C.) Journal and The 
Spartanburg Herald, following Harold 
Hall's suit for equal operating con- 
trol with LaVarre of the three news- 
papers and The Augusta (Ga.) Chron- 
icle. The four newspapers were pur-
